CITY 
OF MEXICO, Sept. 
21.—Steven 
Heaton, an American railroad contractor 
now in this city from Colima, was an 
eye witness of the late eruption of the 
volcano of Colima, which is thirty miles 
north of the city of the same name. 
This volcano has its crater-at an eleva- 
tion of 12,000 feet above the sea level 
and is very active, intermittently throw- 
ing a column of smoke and

ashes hundreds of feet in the air. 


These spasmodic 
eruptions 
occur 
about ten or twelve times a day and are 
followed by reports similar to the dis- 
charge of artilleiy. 
A few days before 
the earthquake last month, the volcano 
vomited forth a dense black smoke that 
hung like a pall over the country for 
miles around. 
This phenomenon lasted 
for several days, and was accompanied 
at intervals by showers of red hot asher, 
which descended upon its side. 


It is not known whether or not any 
lava is being thrown out as the red hot 
ashes make a thorough 
investigation 
impossible. 
At niglit the sudden erup- 
tions present the appearance of 
fire- 
works of a gigantic character. 
These 
sudden spruts illuminate the 
country 
for miles around and the spectacle is a 
grand one.

HOW 
TO DRY AN 
UMBRELLA.. 


Umbrellas should be placed handle 
downward to dry. 
The moisture falls 
from the edges of the frame and the 
fabric dries uniformly. If stood handle 
upward, as is commonly the case, the 
top of the umbrella holds the moisture, 
owing to the lining 
underneath the 
ring, and it takes a long time to dry, 
thereby injuring the silk or other fab- 
ric with which it is covered. 
This is 
the main cause of the umbrella wear- 
ing out so soon at the top. Umbrella 
cases are responsible for the wear of the 
silk. The constant friction causes tiny 
holes to appear so provokingly early. 
When not in use the umbrella shoulc 
be left loose, and when wet left loos« 
to dry,—Men's Outfitter.

Bosneiu, and the prisoner, held a 
power of attorney for his brother. 


The brother defrauded the govern 
mentandwas sent to prison for five 
years, where he is at present. 
Baruch 
stated that the disgrace of his brother 
made life in the place unbearable for 
him, so using the power of attorney, he 
collected all debts, drew government 
"money from the bank and whatever else 
he could and ran off. 
He visited Paris 
and then came to this country. 
He was 
arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Hitchcock yesterday and was 
leld for examination t o ^ y .
